The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about September 23, 2010 - September 24, 2009 you or 
your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations: 


9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 


3.11 (a) • Remove excreta and food waste from primary enclosures 

daily, and clean as often as necessary under primary 
enclosures to prevent excessive accumulation of feces and food 
waste, prevent soiling of the dogs and cats contained in the 
primary enclosures, to reduce disease hazards, insects, pests 
and odors. Pans under primary enclosures with grill-type 
floors and ground areas under raised runs with mesh or 
slatted floors to prevent accumulation of feces and food waste 
to reduce disease hazards, pests, insects and odors. 

(A few whelping boxes and the large breed dog in the outside 
enclosure have accumulation of feces that is not being removed daily. 
A few of the wire mesh enclosures have feces that is not falling 
through the mesh.) 

3.11 (b)(2) • Sanitize primary enclosure food and water receptables at least 

once every 2 weeks to prevent accumulation of dirt, debris, 
food waste, ecreta, and other disease hazards. 

(The licensee is not using his pressure washer on a routine basis. A 
few whelping room empty enclosures are dirty.) 

3*H( C ) • Keep premises where housing facilities are located, including 

buildings and surrounding grounds clean and in good repair 
to protect the animals from injury, facilitate husbandry 
practices, reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for 
rodents and other pests and vermin. 

(There is an accumulation of weeds between and around the two 
main kennel areas and along the outdoor enclosure for the large 
breed dog.)
